Thom as Edward Powell, the candidate 
for governor, is forty -three y ears old.

regiment and served four m onths.

ISO I he enli.-ted as a private in an ohio 
regiment and served four months.

quently ho graduated and formed a law 
partnership with Col. W. P.

Inflam m ation of the mucus membrane 
of the liver or gab ducts prevents the 
flow of bile, causing most agonizing 
p.iiu and jaundice. 
A similar inflamma­ 
tion rn th e intestines gi ve# inflammation 
of the bowels, or enteritis. 
A n inflammation of the serous mem­ 
brane of the brain < eases at first deliri­ 
um, and then stupor, by tho pressure 
of the accumulated fluid.

Pickett upon lier return to the Springs 
hotel from the battlefield.

been profoundly 
impressed 
by tin 
friendship and courtesy extended tc 
the men of her husband’s old divisior 
and with the touching and delicate 
kindness exhibited tow ards herself. 
While we sa t talking, numbers of tin 
Philadelphia brigade, in couples and 
fours and som etim es in larger num 
hers, were frequently calling to pay 
their respects before departing from 
Gettysburg, and to assure her of their 
interest and kindly feeling. 
In alm ost 
every instance these men left their or 
ganization badges with her, and the 
wife of one of the Seventy-first, who 
accom panied her husband, took from 
her breast and pinned upon th at ol 
Mrs. Piokett a bow m ade of blue and 
gray ribbons. 
Neither of the ladies 
could utter a word during the touch­ 
ing performance, but the tearful eyes 
and warm pressure of hands as they 
separated were more eloquent than 
any words th at were struggling for ut­ 
terance. 
“Do you know ,” said Mrs. Pickett, 
as she pointed to the ribbon souvenir 
of blue and gray, “th at I have been 
mingling these colors for tw enty years. 
When the war was over the women ol 
the south were far more bitter than 
our defeated soldiers.
